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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Strafford: 

The  winter  of  1963  could  be  classed  as  an  average  winter  with  December 
having  a  series  of  minor  storms  with  little  plowing  and  much  salting.  There 
was  much  more  mud  in  the  spring  than  usual,  requiring  more  gravel  and 
maintenance  than  usual. 

All  black  roads  had  been  tarred  the  past  two  years  so  the  gas  tax  money 
was  added  to  the  TRA  money  for  new  construction.  We  were  able  to  add 
2.1  miles  of  black  road.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  raise  money  for 
tarring  roads  in  the  future  as  the  gas  tax  money  can  no  longer  be  used  for 
this  purpose. 

With  the  special  bridge  appropriation  we  were  able  to  rebuild  all  but 
two  small  bridges  that  some  day  should  be  replaced  with  culverts. 

I  have  installed  many  new  culverts  in  the  past  three  years  and  at  the 
present  rate  it  should  take  another  three  years  to  replace  all  the  old  stone 
culverts  that  cause  so  much  trouble. 

We  purchased  21  rolls  of  new  snow  fence  and  35  new  stakes  with  the 
special  snow  fence  appropriation. 

We  are  placing  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  purchase  of  a  grader. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  everyone  will  give  serious  consideration  to  this  item 
and  realize  that  a  grader  is  the  no.  1  piece  of  equipment  in  any  city  or  town. 
It  can  be  used  for  grading,  maintaining  shoulders  on  black  roads,  winter 
plowing,  TRA  work,  and  tarring.  Most  of  all  we  would  have  a  grader  when 
we  need  it. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  with  their  co-operation 
during  the  past  year.

The  citizens  and  the  pupils  of  Strafford  are  again  enjoying 
a  very  successful  year  under  the  able  administrative  leadership 
of  Principal  Scribner. 

There  was  only  one  change  in  personnel  in  September.  Mrs. 
Muriel  Ramsdell  replaced  Mr.  Paul  Bolich  as  supervisor  of 
vocal  and  instrumental  music.  Additional  instruction  in  instru- 
mental music  is  being  offered  by  a  representative  of  the  Carl 
Fisher  Co.  at  a  minimal  fee. 

The  school  library  continues  to  grow  through  the  generosity 
of  the  Strafford  Woman's  Club,  the  P.T.A.  and  the  students 
in  Mrs.  Scribner's  room.  The  number  of  books  donated  are 
9,  25  and  25  respectively. 

This  year,  the  Spaulding  "Writing  Road;  to  Reading" 
has  been  introduced  to  supplement  the  basic  reading  program 
currently  in  use.  ("Reading  for  Meaning,"  Houghton  Mifflin 
Co.) 


*  The  school  district  liability  for  tuition  of  secondary  school 
pupils  is  the  state  average  or  the  per  pupil  cost,  whichever  is 
less.  The  State  Average  for  1963-64  is  $449. 
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Grades  7  and  8,  through  their  magazine  sale,  earned  over 
$100.  This  fund  is  expended  by  the  students  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Scribner.  Thus  far,  money  has  been  expended 
for  library  books,  maps,  visual  aids  and  a  donation  to  the  IFYE 
ogranization. 

Several  assemblies  were  held  during  the  year  with  the 
students  enjoying  free  educational  films  and  guest  speakers. 
Outstanding  among  these  was  Miss  Ann  Newton,  IFYE  student, 
who  spoke  on  a  trip  to  France. 

Educational   TV  continues  to   supplement   and   enrich  the 
curriculum.    The  following  programis  are  viewed  by  the  various 
grades  as  follows:

Accent  on  Music 
Effective  July  1st,  1964,  the  towns  of  Brookfield,  Middleton 
and  Wakefield  will  be  added  to  Supervisory  Union  No.  44.  This 
is  in  accordance  with  the  State  Board  of  Education's  master 
plan.  The  Board  also  voted  to  tender  an  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent to  this  newly  created  union,  recognizing  the  size  and 
supervisory  responsibilities  of  the  present  union  as  well  as 
the  additional  burden  that  would  be  placed  upon  the  central 
office  by  adding  the  three  new  districts  mentioned  above.  *  The 
Joint  Boards  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  44,  at  a  meeting  held 
November  21,  1963,  voted  for  an  Assistant  Superintendent. 
This  should  result  in  more  adequate  supervision  and  adminis- 
tration. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  given  me  during  the  year  by  the  citizens, 
school  board,  teachers  and  pupils  of  Strafford.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  a  report  of  the  health  pro- 
gram as  carried  out  in  the  schools  of  Barrington,  Epsom, 
Northwood,  Nottingham  and  Strafford  during  the  school  year 
of   1962-63. 

The  Suncook  Bank  of  Suncook,  N.  H.,  has  very  generously 
donated  a  School  Visual  Tester  to  these  five  towns,  to  be  used 
by  the  school  nurse.  This  is  a  great  help  in  testing  vision  since 
it  provides  for  correct  lighting  and  distance  under  all  conditions. 
The  Suncook  Bank  is  to  be  commended  for  its  fine  community 
spirit. 

Each  school  has  had  its  share  of  the  various  contageous 
diseases  and  skin  diseases,  but  these  were  well  controlled 
and  presented  no  major  problem.  The  parents  were  most  co- 
operative in  this  matter,  as  well  as  in  obtaining  professional 
care  and  treatment  for  any  reported  physical  defects.  Such 
cooperation  is  necessary  in  carrying  out  an  effective  school 
health  program,  and  I  wish  to  express  T^y  sincere  appreciation 
for  it. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  health  services 
provided  in  the  Strafford  Elementary  School  during  this  past 
year:

A  Pre-School  Clinic  was  held  May  29,  1963.  It  was 
attended  by  17  children,  and  they  were  given  a  routine  health 
inspection  by  the  nurse.  Where  any  defect  was  noted,  the 
child's  parents  were  notified  so  that  correction  might  be  made 
before  the  child  was  enrolled  in  school  in  September. 

During  the  year  21  home  calls  were  made. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Martin- 
eau,  the  School  Board,  the  Teachers  and  many  others  for  their 
excellent  cooperation.
